He first ttfi jrite^%qft “L$** Salpn.^dis] Artistes 
Francais” in 1910* aYid* was, •th^’saerrre *yea r > with 
great success, the sole representative for Den- 
mark at the International Art Exhibition at 
Buenos Aires. The portrait of H. M. the Queen 
of Denmark included in this exhibition was 
awarded a Silver Medal at the Panama Pacific 
International Exposition, San Francisco, 1915, 
where Mr. Brock again was the sole representa- 
tive for Denmark. In 1920 the French Govern- 
ment acquired Mr. Brock’s painting of the 
Seventh Regiment N. Y. N. G. reviewed by 
Marechal Joffre at Grant’s Tomb. Other note- 
worthy portraits and miniatures by him are in 
the Musee Nationale de Buenos Aires; a minia- 
ture of H. M. King George of Greece in the 
collection of H. M. Queen Alexandra ; the 
Archbishop of Buenos Aires in the Cathedral of 
Buenos Aires; the wife of Marechal da Fonseca, 
President of Brazil, Salon des Artistes Francais 
1914, etc. Hie has painted many portraits and 
miniatures in New York, several of which are 
included in this exhibition. Mr. Brock is Officer 
d’Academie de France and Lieutenant in the 
Royal Danish Army.
